Section 5: Bias Motivated Offenses (Hate Crimes) Policy 


The Interfratemity Council does not tolerate or condone any form of bias 
motivated behavior on the part of its members, in any capacity. Any 
inappropriate actions, activities, or events that are motivated by bias, 
whether they occur on Chapter premises or at an off-site location, will be 
treated seriously. 

A. Definition 

A Bias Motivated Offense shall be defined as: 
An action that involves threats, harassment, verbal abuse, property 
damage, graffiti, bullying, or physical harm and is motivated by prejudice 
against someone's race, color, religion, national origin, ethnicity, class, 
social status, political affiliation, age, sexual orientation, gender identity/ 
expression, or physical or mental disability. 

A bias motivated offense occurring by any member of an Interfratemity 
Council Chapter and/or occurring in a Chapter house shall be cause for 
disciplinary action at the discretion of the Interfratemity Council Judicial 
Board as well as notification of Judicial Affairs and appropriate law 
enforcement agencies.
